istered there each tw enty -fou r hou rs. 
On the board are twenty “drops” and 
sev enteen of them are u sed. 
Most of 
the lines are party lines and 112 
patrons are serv ed 
by the 
board. 
Many of the calls are to this city . 
Mr. 
Beem 
has 
nev er 
seen 
the 
switchboard and his only idea of its 
appearance is what he has g ained 
from ru bbing his hands ov er it. 
He 
knows the location of each “drop” 
and when a nu mber is g iv en him he 
makes the connection as promptly as 
if he cou ld see each cord. 
His ear 
is so trained that he recog nizes each 
bell when it is sou nded and knows 
ju st where to make the connection. 
Persons who hav e occasion to u se 
the Redding ton ex chang e wou ld nev er 
know that the operator is blind from 
the manner in which the calls are 
handled. 
Mr. Beem has been blind since he 
was nineteen y ears old. 
The loss of 
his sig ht was du e to a hu nting a c ­ 
cident 
which 
occu rred 
in 
Greene 
cou nty . 
He was hu nting with a com­ 
panion when the later’s g u n was a c ­ 
cidently discharg ed and the fine shot 
took effect in Mr. Beem ’s ey es. 
The 
loss of his sig ht occu rred instantly . 
After he su ffered his misfortu ne 
he condu cted a restau rant at Ly ons, 
Greene cou nty , for a nu mber of y ears. 
He looked a fte r the cou nter calls and 
su pplied each demand withou t delay . 
He a lso states that he cou ld repair 
the soda fou ntain almost ev ery time 
it needed adju stment. He was reared 
in Redding ton township and eame 
back there with his family fou r y ears 
ag o. 
Althou g h he operates the switch 
board u nder g reat difficu lty he is 
commended for the 
promptness 
in 
which the calls are answered and is 
g iv ing splendid satisfaction to the 
patrons.

request of the United States in the 
course of our national history. 
Since 1793, when President George 
Washington brought about the recall 
of Citizen Genet, an overzealous min­ 
ister from France, the United States 
has been quick to resent any interfer­ 
ence by foreign diplomats accredited to 
this country in the Internal affairs of 
the United States. Genet came to this 
country a» the first representative of 
the French citizens* committee of safe­ 
ty, which ran the republic of France 
daring the period following the execu­ 
tion of Louis XVI. 
At that time 
France and Great Britain were en­ 
gaged in war, and, despite the procla 
mation of neutrality issued by Presi­ 
dent Washington, Genet came here 
armed with blank commissions to be 
distributed among American citizens 
willing to fit out privateers to prey 
upon British commerce. 


Launche s S to rm y C am paign. 
Landing at Charleston, S. 
C.. the 
Frenchman immediately launched a 
crusade in behalf of privateering expe­ 
ditions. 
As his progress northward 
continued his denunciation of England 
and his criticism of the American gov­ 
ernment grew in intensity and rancor. 
Genet's persistent efforts to force his 
views on the United States govern­ 
ment finally resulted in a revulsion of 
the popular feeling that had sympa­ 
thized 
with him

President Washington demanded and 
securei 1 the envoy s return to France 
Next to violate the hospitality of the 
United States was the Spanish mini 
ster, the Marquis of Casa Yrujo. who 
attempted, in 1805, to bribe a Phila­ 
delphia newspaper editor to represent 
Spanish contentions on controversies 
between the United States and Spain. 
The Spanish government took the 
hint of the United States and directed 
the return of the minister.

with the state department, he was | 
handed his passports and ordered out.

Jack­ 
son, British minister at Washington,

In recalling 
Minister Jackson the British foreign j 
office announced that the British sov­ 
ereign had acquiesced, but not with 
any expression of displeasure over his ■ 
minister’s action.

He was forth­ 
with handed his passports and notified 
that the United States would deal with 
the government of France through 
other channels.

ON 2 .768 OCEAN VESSELS.

The American flag now floats over 
more ships In the foreign trade than at 
any other time since 1803. and the 
United States is pressing close ou 
France and Norway as a maritime na­ 
tion. 
Figure* by the department of com­ 
merce show a record increase in Amer­ 
ican shipping for the year ended June 
30. On that date there were registered 
iii the foreign trade 2. 
ships, totaling 
1.813,775 gross tons, an increase of 303 
ships and 737,623 tons for the year. 
Assistant Secretary Sweet of the de 
partment of commerce said: 
“This is alKiut triple the increase in 
registered tonnage for any previous 
year in American history. 
Our reg­ 
istered tonnage is now much greater 
than at any time since 1863, when we 
had 2.023,114 gross tons In foreign 
trade. It is many times more efficient, 
however, as the steam tonnage now 
amounts to 1,273,067 gross tons, while 
in 1863 it amounted to only 133.215 
tons. 
“The increase from the ship regis­ 
try act of Aug. 18, 1914, to June 13. 
1915. was so rapid that tonnage under 
the American flag now employed In 
foreign trade is nearly equal to such 
tonnage under the French or Nor­ 
wegian 
flag.

course, is inure than tenfold greater.” 
The increase is directly due to the 
enlarged commerce of this country on 
account of the w ar and the retirement 
of so many merchantmen of other na­ 
tions.

M a ch in e M a y B e C a p a b le of F ly in g to 
London a n d B a ck In F iv e H ours . 
The new type of giant biplane un­ 
dergoing tests in Germany is said to 
have a m easurem ent of 42 % meters 
(about 46^ yards) across the plane. 
The motors develop 300 horsei>ower, 
and each works three propellers. 
These biplanes are capable of carry­ 
ing sufficient fnel for flights of eight 
hours. 
They are equipped with wire- 
k*ss and searchlights. 
Each carries 
twelve bombs, 
vveigtiing twenty-two 
pound^apiece, and five machine guns. 
Biplanes of this type will have crews 
of right men and will be able to travel 
to London and back in five hours.

state, Co unt vo n Rernsto rff repeated 
the assurance given so me weeks ago , 
th a t his go vernment intended to carry 
o ut in go o d faith the rule that liners 
shall no t he destro yed witho ut warn 
Ing, unless they attem pt to escape, o r 
resist German submarine co mmanders. 
Secretary Lansing urged that meas­ 
ures he taken to see to it that this 
rule is enfo rced in letter as well as 
in spirit. 
It is kno wn that President W ilso n 
and his asso ciates are very ho peful o f 
an adjustment o f the difficulty with 
Germany o n a basis satisfacto ry to 
the United States. 
In the co nference between Secre­ 
ta ry Iiansing and Co unt vo n Rernsto rff, 
a new effo rt to bring the two go vern­ 
m ents to an understanding o n the sub­ 
m arine issue was initiated.

actio n in the Arabic case with this 
assurance. 
Upo n Co unt vo n Rernsto rff rests the 
initial respo nsibility fo r the endeavo r 
to bring the German po sitio n o n the 
Arabic case m o re clo sely into acco rd 
with its statem ent o f general principle. 
It is understo o d that he is preparing 
to transm it to his go vernment a co m­ 
plete statem ent o f the attitude o f the 
United States to ward the Arabic case, 
with suggestio ns as to ho w his go v­ 
ernm ent can meet the W ashingto n 
go vernment o n the issue invo lved in 
this snecifie ease. 
It is co nsidered 
here Hiat the ambassado r can present 
Mr. Lansing's statem ent to his go v­ 
ernment with great fo rce, as their co n­

War Breaks Out Again In the 


Border County. 


ARE ARMING FOR INVASION 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 14.— The bor­ 
der country is again the ecene of a 
genera] war. 
Throughout Hidalgo and Star coun 
ties soldiers and citizens sleep on 
their arms, waiting for some alarm, 
and rangers are scouring the country 
Not since the beginning of the bor­ 
der trouble has excitement been so 
high, and fear is expressed fcr all 
Mexicans along the Rio Grande, be­ 
cause of the fact that Mexican sol­ 
diers wantonly murdered Americans 
stationed across the boundary. 
Mexican soldiers, Mexican bandits 
and American soldiers, American citi­ 
zens and Texas rangers clashed for 
the first time in several days. 
As a 
result, 
two 
American 
soldiers, two 
American citizens, three Texas rang 
ers and fifteen Mexicans are dead. 
The trouble started on the boundary 
when a large num ber of Mexican sol­ 
diers. supposedly from M atamoras, a t­ 
tacked three Americans cm the other 
side of the river near Ix>s Indios. The 
firing of the Mexicans did not cease 
until the three Americans guarding 
the crossing fell 
under the attack, 
which they had instructions not to re­ 
turn. 
Private K raft was shot through 
the head and Private Forney was shot 
through the back. 
K raft died in stan t­ 
ly. and Fornev lived but a few’ m in­ 
utes. 
Sergeant Walsh,, commanding 
the squad, was seriously wounded and 
escaped only by dragging him self to 
the brush. 
He says that wild cheei 
went up from the Mexicans on the 
other side when it was seen that all 
defenders of the border at that point 
had fallen. 
All of these troops were 
from Company C, of the Twelfth cav­ 
alry. 
Some one hundred shots were 
fired from the Mexican side, in a short 
time. The shooting was heard further 
down the river, hut when reinforce­ 
m ents reached the scene, all Mexicans 
had disappeared, 
l^ater General Naf 
ferrete declared that enemies of Car 
ranza did the shooting, hut it is be­ 
lieved that none but Carranza soldiers 
were in the vicinity. 
Ill fighting in Hidalgo county two 
American citizens were killed by band 
its. 
This fighting took place far from 
the river and more than fifty bandits 
were engaged, according to reports 
One of the Americans was George 
Johnson, a ranch employe, and the 
other was a Mexican, who had been 
Americanized. 
Ten miles south of this ranch house, 
according to reports, rangers located 
a gang of bandits. A fight at once en­ 
sued. 
Three rangers were killed and 
five bandits hit the dust. 
Demands' 1fere maife hpon General 
Naffarrete for the surrender of two 
bandits known to be with him at Mat 
amoras. 
These requests have gone 
unheeded, the commander declaring 
that he has not the proof implicating 
these men. 
Border stations are being recruited 
and it is said that the troops have in 
structions to shoot to kill any Mexi 
can who fires across the border. 
In 
the interior, Mexicans are being hunt­ 
ed like Indians, and citizens are arm ­ 
ing them selves for the uprising they 
expect to come this week. W omen and 
children are being moved to pointf 
far from the border and stores are 
being guarded in all sections. 
Rumors at Mission and Mercedes 
are that Mexicans will invade the 
country on the 19th of this month.

Washington, Sept. 14.— The admin- 
istration, it has become known here, 
still has under consideration the ques­ 
tion of its attitude toward the publi­ 
cation in this country of notices to 
German 
and 
Austro-Hungarian 
sub­ 
jects of penalties they will suffer at 
home if they engage in the manufac­ 
ture of war materials for the enemies 
of their governments. 
It 
is 
generally 
held 
that, other 
things being equal, it is legitimate for 
officials of another government to call 
to the attention of citizens of that 
government, a law of their own coun­ 
try, which may affect their status in 
their native country, should they re­ 
turn there. 
If the notices are held to 
be no more than this, it is doubtful if 
any question will be raised by this 
government. 
On the other hand, if the notices 
are construed as an attempt to re­ 
strict the freedom of action of persons 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States in an unlawful manner. It is 
probable that 
this government 
will 
consider that it has grounds for ob­ 
jection. 
Copies of such notices in news­ 
papers in this country by direction of 
German or Austro-Hungarian consular 
officers have been received at the 
state department. 
These will be ex­ 
amined and upon what is found to be 
the precise nature of these notices, in 
relation to the laws of this country, 
will largely depend the attitude of the 
administration toward them. The ques 
tlon of intent will also figure in offi­ 
cial consideration of the matter.
